To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Cosford  Rural  District  Council 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1972. 

The  birthrate  for  your  district  was  lower  than  in  1971 j tut  still 
above  the  national  average,  and  7 fewer  babies  were  born.  The  Registrar- 
General  recorded  as  illegitimate  of  the  live  births.  The  death  rate 
remains  favourable,  82.9^  of  the  deaths  were  at  ages  65  years  and  over, 
and  55,89^  of  all  deaths  were  over  the  age  of  75  years.  Only  3 deaths 
occurred  under  the  age  of  35  years, 

19  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified.  These  included  one 
case  of  tetanus  which  was  unfortunately  fatal.  Subsequent  to  this, 
members  of  the  Public  Health  staff  and  the  manual  worker  force,  together 
with  some  contractors'  staff,  were  offered  and  accepted  anti- tetanus 
immunisation.  There  were  6 sporadic  cases  of  infectious  Jaundice  and  2 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

To  Councillor  G,R,  Armitage,  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  to 
Councillor  F,D,  Gales,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and 
all  other  Members  of  the  Council,  may  I express  my  thanks  for  their 
consideration  to  me  during  the  year. 

I am  grateful  to  Mr,  C.A,  Durrant,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  to 
Mr,  J,D.  Hackford,  the  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  and 
to  all  other  Council  Officials  for  their  assistance  to  me.

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The  Cosford  Rural  District  is  entirely  agricultural  in  character 
with  arable  farming  predominating,  and  v/ith  no  heavy  industries.  Some  light 
industries  are  established  in  the  larger  villages  and  these,  together  v;ith 
farming,  building  work  and  one  civil  engineering  firm,  provide  employment 
vdthin  the  District,  but  a large  proportion  of  the  working  population  commutes 
to  the  neighbouring  towns  of  Sudbury,  Ipswich,  Bury  St,  Edmunds,  and  Colchester. 


Sewerage  schemes  are  being  proceeded  with  as  quickly  as  the 
Co\ancil*s  Consulting  Engineers  are  able  to  prepare  schemes  and  at  the  end 
of  December,  1972,  almost  tv/o  thirds  of  the  houses  in  the  R\aral  District 
were  served  by  public  sewers. 


Pressure  of  v/ork  attributable  to  local  government  reorganisation 
together  with  a continuing  increase  in  the  day-to-day  v/ork,  necessitated  the 
appointment  of  a specialist  Building  Inspector  during  the  year. 


Very  shortly,  reorganisation  of  local  government  will  have  been 
forgotten.  At  the  present  time  it  is  the  subject  uppermost  in  the  minds  of 
all  officers,  most  of  whom  will  be  obliged  to  face  up  to  major  changes  in 
working  conditions  after  1st  April,  197A.

The  vifhole  of  the  Rural  District  is  served  by  a public  water  supply 
operated  by  the  West  Suffolk  Water  Board,  Linden  House,  147  Kings  Road,  Bury 
St,  Edmunds,  (Tel  No:  Bury  St,  Edmunds  226l) , 


The  supply  serving  most  of  the  Cosford  Rural  District  is  derived 
from  boreholes  400  ft  deep  in  the  chalk  substrata  at  Semer,  All  water  is 
chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station  to  give  a chlorine  residual  of  0.15  parts 
per  million  after  v/hich  it  is  pumped  to  the  Nedging  Tye  water  tower  from 
whence  it  is  piped  into  the  distribution  mains. 


A sample  of  water  taken  from  the  supply  from  Semer  Pumping  Station 
prior  to  chlorination  and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  was  reported  as

I have  appended  hereto  various  schedules  which  give  a comprehensive  picture  of 
sewerage  details  for  the  district. 

It  will  be  noted  from  these  schedules  that  during  the  year  schemes  were  completed 
at  Aldham  and  Elmsett,  Back  Lane  and  Svvangleton  Green  (Monks  Eleigh)  and  sewer 
extensions  at  Lavenha,m  to  serve  Bury  Road,  Frogs  Ball  Road  and  part  of  Brent  Eleigh 
Road. 

Work  started  on  the  scheme  to  s<^rve  the  village  of  Preston  St,  Mary  and  the 
enlargement  of  Lavenhan  Sewage  Works  is  in  p:.'ogress. 

The  scheme  to  servo  Preston  St,  ^^as  prepared  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  and 

other  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers, 

Messrs  Lemon  and  Bliza,rd. 

Routine  maintenance  of  all  the  works,  both  main  works  and  small  v/orks,  and 
ancilliary  pumphouses,  has  been  carried  out  by  5 nen  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sewage 
?i"orks  Superintendant  v/ho  keep  the  works  at  a highly  satisfactory  level  and  produce 
effluents  acceptable  to  the  River  authorities.  In  addition  to  normal  maintenance  the 
men  are  prepared  willingly  and  without  complaint  to  carry  out  various  structural  works 
to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  sewage  w/orks  and  I am  glad  to  hc.ve  such  men  working 
with  me , 

A Work  Study  Survey  commenced  in  November,  1972  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Survey 
may  result  in  a scheme  vifhich  will  be  of  benefit  to  both  the  Council  and  the  non. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  proposals  for  the  enlargement  and  re-organisation 
of  Bildcston  Sewage  Works  incorporate  provision  for  dealing  with  cesspool  contents  and 
sludge  pressing.  This  va.ll  alleviate  the  present  difficulties  encountered  in  the 
disposal  of  cesspool  contents  and  the  handling  of  partially  dried  sludge  from  the 
drying  beds  a.t  present  in  use  at  all  the  main  sewage  disposal  works.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 


The  vehicle  enployed  on  refuse  collection  is  a Dermis  PaxLt  70. 

This  is  a 70  cu.yd.  vehicle  equipped  v»'ith  hydraulic  compression  mechanism, 
and  came  into  use  on  1st  December,  1971.  It  is  manned  by  a crew  of  three 
and  maintains  a collection  at  a frequency  of  once  per  week  in  the  villages  of 
Bildeston,  Boxford,  Lavenham  and  Brett  Green,  Layhaa,  and  once  per  fortnight 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  District,  Regular  overtime  is  worked  by  the  refuse 
collection  team  and  amounts  to  an  average  of  10  hours  per  week.  Routine 
servicing  of  the  vehicle  is  carried  out  by  Messrs  B,  A,  Taylor  and  Co., 
Bildeston,  every  fortnight  (at  weekends).  The  Dennis  Paxit  IIIA,  a 35  cu.yd, 
vehicle  has  been  retained  as  a ’’stand-by”,  in  case  of  breakdovm. 

A kerbside  system  of  collection  is  worked  whereby  householders  are 
required  to  put  dustbins  at  the  kerb  for  collection.  In  the  case  of  persons 
vdio  are  aged  or  infirm  arrangements  are  made  for  the  dustbin  to  be  collected 
from  the  rear  of  the  premises. 

All  normal  household  refuse  collected  is  talcen  to  a Pulveriser 
Plant  at  Great  ’J^elnetham  ovmed  and  operated  by  Thingoe  R.D.C,,  and,  after 
pulverisation,  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  methods  in  a old  railway  cutting 
adjacent  to  the  plant  at  an  agreed  cost. 

Bulky  items  of  refuse  are  taken  to  a refuse  tip  at  Red  Hill,  Aldham 
by  arrangement  with  Hadleigh  Urban  District  Council, 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  service  to  be  extended  to  a T/eekly 
kerb-side  collection  in  all  parishes  with  the  help  of  Samford  Rural  District 
Council  and  the  introduction  of  an  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme,  The  stand-by  vehicle 
will  be  sold  to  Samford  R.D.C,  for  part  use  in  Cosford  R.D.C,  This  arrangement 
will  comiaence  on  5th  February,  1973 • 
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The  Council  operates  a cesspool  emptying  service,  A 1,500  gallon 
"Yorkshire"  emptier  on  a Leyland  Laird  Chassis  is  used  for  this  purpose. 

One  "free"  emptying  per  house  is  allowed,  to  all  houses  not  served  hy  a public 
sewer,  thereafter  the  service  is  charged  for. 

The  cesspool  emptier  is  also  used  for  sludge  removal  from  sewage  works.

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  is  normally  by  spreading  on  agricxiLtural 
land,  but  sites  suitable  for  all-the-year  roiind  use  are  scarce,  and  the  niomber  of 
farmers  who  are  prepared  to  accept  this  material  on  their  land  gets  fev/er. 

In  consequence,  the  Council  has  given  instruction  to  their  Consulting  Engineers 
that  vifhen  the  works  are  enlarged  to  cater  for  the  villages  of  Hitcham  and  Chelsworth 
the  nev;  sev/age  disposal  works  at  Bildeston  shall  also  make  provision  for  the 
reception  and  treatment  of  cesspool  contents  and  work  is  expected  to  commence  in 
March,  1973. 

Since  mid-v/ay  through  1972,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  transport 
cesspool  contents  to  a sev;age  works  operated  by  Melford  Rural  District  Council 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  disposal  sites  on  agricultural  land.

The  Cosford  Riiral  District  Coiincil  has  limited  delegated  powers  only, 
and  the  Vilest  Suffolk  County  Council,  Shire  Hall,  Dury  St.  Edmunds, 

(Tel  No:  Bury  St.  Edmxinds,  6314-1)  is  the  Local  Planning  Authority  under  the  Act, 

All  applications  for  development  vdthin  the  Rural  District  are  submitted  to  the 
Cosford  Rural  District  Council  and  are  considered  by  the  Council’ s PlanrrLng 
Committee  whose  recommendation  is  taken  into  account  by  the  County  Planning  Department. 
Controversial  applications  are  referred  to  the  Southern  Area  Planning  Committee  which 
.meets  monthly.  Dioring  1972,  505  applications  were  made  for  Planning  consent,  of  these 
236  v^ere  approved,  155  refused  and  114-  were  either  withdravm  or  no  decision  issued 
■(see  table  below). 

In  January,  1968.a  report  entitled  "Rural  Planning  in  West  Sviffolk"  was  issued 
by  the  County  Planning  Officer,  Mr.  James  M.  Gorst.  This  report  lays  down  the  principles 
of  Rural  Planning  as  seen  by  the  County  Planning  Authority  and  gives  details  of  the 
likely  growth  of  this,  and  other  Rural  Districts  in  Yifest  Suffolk  up  to  1981.  The  report 
is  also  concerned  with  the  desirability  of  the  preservation  and  conservation  of  the 
character  of  the  co\antryside  of  V^est  Suffolk  and  its  historic  villages  and  lays  dovm  the 
Planning  principles  which  must  be  adopted  to  achieve  this  aim.  A subsequent  report, 

"West  Suffolk  Rural  Planning  Part  2"  has  been  issued  classifying  villages  and  endeavour- 
ing to  forecast  future  growth  and  development.

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The  routine  inspection  of  plans  under  the  Building  Regulations  is  a 


very  time  consiiming  part  of  the  work  of  the  department  and  I have  set  out 
below  a table  showing  the  number  of  applications  received  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year , 

figures  do  not  give  a true  picture  of  the  v/ork  involved  as  one 
application  may  include  several  different  types  of  houses  on  a particular  site. 
The  issue  of  a decision  in  very  many  cases  involves  lengthy  discussions  or 
letters  to  applicants  in  order  to  obtain  a satisfactory  solution  to  various 
problems. 

In  addition  to  the  checking  of  plans,  the  Regulations  also  require 
repeated  visits  to  the  sites  whilst  work  is  in  progress  to  check  various  stages 


of  construction,  often  at  comparatively  short  notice. 

Because  of  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  building  v;ork  being  carried 
out,  it  ?/as  found  necessarjr  to  employ  a full-time  Building  Inspector,  vifoo  v;as 
appointed  on  2nd  October,  1972.

•lorDrs  Sleigh  Priiiiary  School  is  provided  with  an  open-air  ’’Purley” 
pool  and  Boxford  Primary  School  has  a larger  heated  covered  pool,  both  of 
which  are  used  solely  for  educational  purposes.  In  both  cases  the  water  is 
circulated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 


SCHOOLS 


There  are  novi  9 village  schools  in  the  District,  and  all  are 
supplied  with  water  from  public  mains.  The  schools  at  Eildeston,  Boxford, 
Lavenham,  Kersey  and  Monies  Kieigh,  li'i'hatfield  and  Elmsott  have  v/ater-closets 
connected  to  public  sewers.  The  schools  at  Cockfield  and  Polstead  have 
water-closets  connected  to  cesspools. 


All  schools  are,  therefore,  now  provided  with  v/ater-closet  systems

Milk  Supply 

All  milk  sold  in  the  District  is  "Sterilised”  "Pastexirised"  or  "Tuberculin- 
Tested  (Pasteurised)".  Two  milk  Distributors  operate  from  premises  at  Boxford 
and  Hitcham,  but  no  loose  milk  is  handled. 

Ice  Cream 

No  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream. 

43  premises  are .registered  for  the  sale  only  of  pre-packed  ice  cream. 

Mobile  vans  opere4,te  in  the  District  but  are  based  outside  it.  These  are 
inspected  from  time  to  time  but,  in  general,  give  little  cause  for  complaint. 


No  slaughtering  is  now  carried  out  at  any  premises  in  the  District  and 
local  butchers  obtain  their  supplies  from  meat  wholesalers.

Regular  routine  visits  are  carried  out  to  food  premises  and  various  minor 
contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  been  remedied  a.fter  discussion 
with  the  occupiers.  No  legal  proceedings  wore  instituted. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

One  fioll-titae  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  to  carry  out  all  treatment 
at  private,  business  and  agricultural  premises,  and  at  sewage  works,  and  other 
Council-owned  properties,  as  directed.  Treatment  at  domestic  premises 
is  carried  out  free  of  charge;  business  and  agricultural  treatments  are 
carried  out  on  a "time  and  materials"  charge.  No  treatments  are  carried 
out  Tinder  Contract, 

The  poisons  generally  used  for  rats  are  "Warfarin"  and  "RacTomin", 
and  for  mice  "Raciomin" , "Alphakil" , tracking  dust  and  traps.  These  particular 
poisons  are  used  in  order  to  ensure  maximum  safeguard  against  accidents  caused 
by  ingestion  by  animals  other  than  rats  or  mice,  All  properties  at  which 
infestations  were  found  vifore  treated,  each  treatment  involving  several  visits. 

The  v/ork  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Operator  during  the  year  is 
indicated  in  the  follovd.ng  table.
